In supporting j 
the rebel, Ho Chi-Ming,the *rench say thaK^sia has acted unconstitutionally i 
and in a unfriendly manner. In any case their contention is that it is unual 
not to recognise any Government unless it has on effective authority over the 
whole area. In British circles it is felt that Rissia’s action mi$it bring about 
serious consequences and may even cause the termination of diplomatic relation- 
ships. I doubt this. The British view is that usually Stalin does not recogiise 
any government unless it has complete sovereignty over the whole area and this 
action is against all his previous practice. The opunion inLondon is that Stalin 
forced Maotse-Tung to recognise ten days back the rebel regime and now the Chine* 
-e Communist leader turns back and asks Stalin: "Why don't you recognise Ho Chi 
Minh and hence the Soviet recognition took place immediately. Undoubtedly, the 
British will agree with France and recognise Bao Dai. Otherwise their own 
position in the Far East, which is already shaking ,is unsafe. It is tine that the 
tneae two countries .Britain and F ran ce, realised that their empire days are g>ne 
and gone for ever. < .
